Hates we charged for freighting in 
the early days down here would ap­ 
pear mighty alluring to the common 
carrier of today,” said Acting Gov. 
McAlester to a circle of callers. Col. 
McAlester settled in Indian Territory 
coming from Arkansas following the 
war between the states, and with his 
father and brothers engaged in freight 
ing from Fort Smith to all points in 
the Southwest north of Red River. 
With the first state administration 
he was elected member of the Cor­ 
poration commission, an organization 
that has to do with regulation of pub­ 
lic service corporations and the fix­ 
ing of rates for transportation. 
“All our trips were made with ox­ 
en and heavy wagons,” related the 
Colonel, “and we usually charged $6 
per IOO pounds for a trip. If the load 
was heavy and likely to give us ex­ 
tra care, the rate was higher in pro­ 
portion to the responsibility. In the 
latter OOs we hauled the first house 
to where Fort Sill now lies. I was a 
strapping young man then, fresh from 
the Confederate arm y and its h ard­ 
ships, with never a care about hard 
work. A man named Evans, then of 
St. Louis, but long since dead, es­ 
tablished a store at that point for 
general trading within a district of 
IOO miles around. »He bought a store­ 
house in 'St. Louis, where 
it 
was 
made, set up, then knocked down, the 
parts numbered and shipped to 
the 
Sill country. It came by water to -Ft. 
Smith, where we took it with his 
stock of goods on the 
wagons 
and 
with yoke after yoke of oxen drove 
over the country. Later the federal 
government, after establishing Fort 
Sill, sent a sawmill outfit to the fort, 
for the purpose of cutting lumber, 
and we got that job, with boiler and 
all, for which we charged $8 per IOO 
pounds. T hat looks pretty good beside 
the authorized all-rail route charges 
of today. I would say, but the freight­ 
er had to consider the hazard. It was 
a tedious trip, the method of travel 
being necessarily slow, and in picking 
our way over the country we had to 
avoid rough places as much as pos­ 
sible. Had that boiler been dumped 
by the roadside through an accident, 
I do not know whether the govern­ 
ment would have built any houses at 
Fort Sill or not. 
'In those adys the country was full 
of Indians. 
The 
casual 
observer 
would have classed it as ‘extra wild,’ 
but we never had trouble. 
Indians 
were an honest set. f recall when this 
same man, Evans, passed through the 
country with $70,OOO, and was not 
molested. I have 
made 
trips 
with 
large sums of 
money 
without 
the 
slightest fear. The traveler Would 
ride up to a shack to stay all night 
and hand his saddle bags to the In­ 
dian, saying, ^Much money,’ and the 
Indian would throw them under his 
bed, where you would find them the 
next morning. Nobody thought about 
counting the cash or getting a re­ 
ceipt. 


\\ hile I was on the commission 
listening to the testimony of rate ex­ 
perts and general officers of railroad 
companies it was a mystery to mc 
why they were unable to tell to a 
penny just what the cost and revenue 
Of a shipment or 
trip 
figured. 
Of 
course, there are many ins and outs 
to the transportation business now­ 
adays that we did not have to con­ 
tend With. but dollars and cents were 
just the same. We carried but little 
proii is ions, but we kept a close rec­ 
ord of everything we spent. For in­ 
stance, when we would leave Fort 
Smith we w’ould open an account with 
ourselves, putting down 
the oxen, 
wagons, blankets, sixshooters, rifles, 
cartridges, etc., as capital 
for 
the 
trip. Cartridges cost 
us, 
I 
think, 
about $1.50 a box. When we killed a 
wild turkey, we would charge o ur­ 
selves I I -2c and give credit for 25c, 
that being what we regarded turkeys 
worth. If it was a prairie chicken we 
took credit for 10c. We had no time 
to kill rabbits or squirrels and there 
were no quails to speak of. A deer 
came higher, of course, in the class 
with bears and calves. But when we 
got back home there were two sides 
of the ledgers, and they told the tale 
in cold figures.
